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Minister* in Politics.

''When will ministers learn to keep 
out of politics?" This was the sen- 
tence that caught ray eye in a reli- 
gious newspaper, the other day. 
And it set me to thinking: Why this 
appeal? Is it well grounded? 
Ought ministerstokeep out of politics? 

The idea of the writer undoubtedly 
•was that ministers ought not to de- 
scend to the level of present political 
mot h<>. In. "Evil communications cor- 
rupt good manners." The clergyman 
who goes into the packed caucus and 
the subsidizing political fight, and fin- 
ally deposits his one honest ballot in a 
snow-drift of bribes, is liable to get 
demoralized- to some slight extent. 
He may exaggerate a point, this way 
or that, to favor the interest of his 
candidate. He may even prejudice 
another man's candid judgment. 
Possibly, he might exercise his au- 
thority as a pastor to advance his 
cause as a politician. When such 
things as these are but the mildest 
sort of impurities in the political at- 
mosphere, must there not be some 
danger of contagion in breathing it? 

A very plausible sort of an argu- 
ment, truly--an argument on the 
low plane of expediency. But sup- 
pose this same argument were car- 
ried out into all the relations which 
a clergyman sustains to society. He 
ought never, then, to go into the 
city slums, for fear that he may be- 
come infected with the prevalent 
raggedness, and filth and poverty of 
those sections- as indeed he might, 
if some wandering sand-bagger 
should take it into his head to violate 
the tenth commandment with re- 
spect to the clerical broadcloth and 
presumptive fat wallet. Neither 
ought he ever to be found in the 
company of many sinners at one 
time, as Jesus was at the publican's 
house. They might prove too 
much for his respectability. Fur- 
thermore, the same rule would re- 
quire that the minister isolate him- 
self physically, whenever there was 
a contagious disease in his parish. 
He must by no means enter any 
house, where some poor, uncomfort- 
ed sufferer looks sbudderingly into 
the last abyss, through the distorting 
mists of fever. This man's precious 
moral and physical health must in no 
way be endangered. It is better (so 
our friend seems to argue) that the 
clergyman's professional righteous- 
ness shoilld be maintained intact, 
than that he should run the slightest 
risk of doing any practical good in 
the quarters where it is most need- 
ed. 

This is the reductio ad absurdum of 
the argument, that ministers ought 
to know enough to keep out of poli- 
tics. But I fail to see why it is not a 
perfectly legitimate reduction, 
assumes that a minister has no 
ness to step out of the Murray Hill 
or Beacon street of exclusive right 
eousness, into any of the alley

Death Came Suddenly.

Apoplexy, Dies in u lew 
Minute*. 

Mr. Sigmun Luseher, one of our 
most prominent and popular German 
citizens, was attacked with apoplexy, 
Thursday evening, while sitting 
at the supper table with his 
family, and died in about half an 
hour.

superintendent of the establishment. 
About three years ago he opened the 
Office Saloon on Broadway, and was 
conducting the same at the time of his 
death.

RIVER MEN RILED. 

They want Higher Bridges 
and wantTliem Bad. 

The following is an extract from 
an article which appeared in the 
Cincinnati Times-Star of February 
27th. 

Steamboatmen along the Ohio and 
Kentucky rivers are pretty much ' 
worked up on the bridge question. 
It appears that the Secretary of War, 
recognizing the fact that some bridges 
over the Kentucky river were not 
high enough above the water at cer- 
tain stages to allow of free naviga- ! 
tion, issued an order on January 9 
that certain bridges be raised a 
specified number of feet, and this or- 1 
der has not been complied with. The ; 
Secretary of War has issued no order I 
regarding Ohio river bridges, but | 
the steamboatmen running up and 
down it claim that a large amount of I 
attention ought to be directed thith- 1 
er immediately, for they experience 
great difficulties in navigation. 
They protest also in regard to the 
gauges which are put up under the 
supervision of Government officials. 
It is claimed by the river men that 
there have been cases when two 
gauges differed and where gauges 
have been incorrect; also that the 
gauges are incorrectly placed. Com- 
plaint is also made that the lights do 
not do proper service. 

Mr. Oscar F. Barrett, the coal boat 
dealer, when seen by a Times-Star 
reporter, Thursday, said: "Now, what 
I am worked up about is the Ken- 
tucky river bridges. Between its 
mouth and Frankfort are four locks, 
which allow a small packet towing 
one barge to go through them, mak- 
ing the journey to Frankfort in two 
days. When these locks are cov- 
ered, which is the case in high water 
in the Ohio, we could take a large 
boat towing three barges up the 
river and make the trip to Frankfort 
in one day. When the Ohio is at 25 
feet the first lock is covered, at 42 
feet two locks are submerged and at 
54 fee* all the locks are under water. 
The river is now more than 54 feet 
high; and this would be my best 
chance for doing business, but just 
above the first lock, a short distance 
up the river, is the L. & N. railroad 
bridge, which will not allow my 
large boats to go under, it being so 
low as to collide with the pilot-houses. 
This is all very bad for me, and this 
bridge would not interfere with our 
traffic at all had the order of the Sec- 
retary of War been enforced. On 
January 9 he issued an order that 
that bridge be raised seven feet. It 
was raised three and a half feet, just 
one-half the ordered distance, and 
we are still shut out from navigation. 
There is no telegraphic communica- 
tion between here and Frankfort as 
there is from Pittsburgh to Cincin- 
nati, so that we can't tell beforehand 
whether or not the river is rising, 
we had such communication we 
could run our boats up the river 
above the bridge, wait for the rise 
and then go on up the river to the 
next railroad bridge, just this side of 
Frankfort, which would stop us. Sec- 
retary Proctor ordered this raised 10 
feet and the mandate has not been 
noticed. Now there is a fine of $5,000 
a day for not removing obstructions 
to navigation within a reasonable 
time after due notification. At Frank- 
fort there is an old wooden bridge 13 
feet above high water, regarding 
which the order was that it should be 
raised 13 feet more. This has not 
been taken the least notice of. This 
bridge was built by the State of Ken- 
tucky, which turned it over to a nav- 
igation company who returned it to 
the State, which, again in 1881, gave 
it to the Government. Frankfort 
now says: 'Tear down ou 
and give us a new one.' 
Sam does not do business that way. 
We know he does not go all over the 
country building corporation bridges. 

"The lowest the water ever gets is 
eight feet, giving us a five foot mar- 
gin. Thirteen feet shuts us out en- 
tirely. Do you know what that 
means to us? Well, it means that one 
of my boats, the Falls City, is render- 
ed useless up there on the Kentucky. 
One of our largest customers has a 
distillery eighty miles above Frank- 
fort and he has built a $15,000 coal 
elevator, which is useless now for he 
must get all his coal over-land, pay- 
ing eight cents a bushel more for 
each bushel than he would other- 
wise have to. The worse part of it 
all is that perhaps we might get past, 
but when the people of Frankfort 
found that their bridge was rickety 
they built a pier in mid stream! When 
the water is thirteen feet, the eddies 
around it forbid navigation. Were 
this pier removed and the bridge 

Ised the ordered amount, thus al- 
lowing eighteen feet margin between 
the river and bridge at lowest and 
highest water, then the Kentucky 
river men would have just so much 
more benefit. Another new boat 
which I began building, expecting 
this order to be enforced, will he use- 
less for the purpose for which it is 
built. 

"This is a serious matter and the 
nine who make their money by Ken- 
tucky river navigation are getting up 
petitions begging the earnest and im 
mediate attention of Congress to this 
matter."
